had 
just arrived at this port

Alexandria, Egypt, was destroyed by 
fire early this morning. 
T he passengers and crew of over 
200 persons nearly all perished.

Sardinia was .scarcely off Grand Har­ 
bor when the first sign of fire appear­ 
ed. 
A strong wind was blowing, and 
with the flam es furiously fanned the 
entire vessel

rapidly spreading flam es drove ti 
passengers and crew to the rails.

sengers em barked at Liverpool. 
Many persons evidently < aine to tin' 
end from drowsing, though some hart 
been burned to death.

A quantity of naptha was stored th en 
and it fed the conflagration to git ch 
an extent that it soon becam e Impos 
stale to save the vessel. 
From the beginning the captain and 
crew stuck nobly to their posts.
